LONDON, Aug. 8.—(Canadian Press 
Limited.)—Reuter’s correspondent at 
\British army headquarters reports that 
this afternoon the morning's battle 
developed into a success, tie strategic 
consequences of which cannot yet be 
measured.

to Organize 


Hon. ©. R. Mitchell Elected Permanent Chairman at 
Meeting in City—Farmers Who Have Been Frozen Out 
Utmost for Success of the 


clared Eager to Do Their 


Tn order to facilitate the organiza- 
tion and floating of the Second Victory 
Loan, Hon. C. KR. Mitchell, provincial 
treasurer and provincial chairman of 
the Victory Loan Campaign, called a 
small meeting of some thirty or forty 
men Thursday in the Macdonald hotel. 


The men were chosen from those wha 


had beon prominent in the work last 
year. One of the main thoughts of 
the meeting was that organization 
should be commenced as soon as pos- 
sible this year. Last year, tha cam- 
paign had been undertaken with little 
knowledge, and with the longer time 
at their disposal this year, there 
should be no necessity for that, 

Mr. Mitchell presided over the meet- 
ing and was later elected as perman- 
ent chairman. It has been decided to 
have two complete organizations for 
North and South Alberta with the 
same chairman over all. However, 
each section, it was stated, would have 
ita own chairman, vice-chairman, sec- 
retary and treasurer, but all informa- 
tion and communications from the 
Dominion office would be given out to 
the two provincial organizations 
through the provincial chairman's 
office. In the same way all reports 
would be sent from these two execu- 
tives to the central office. The pro- 
vincial chairman would have an office 
open all the time to look after this 
business. 

Mr. Mitchell referred to the neces- 
sity of having the best services of 
those who had the training to manage 
this loan, Those who had had ex- 
perience last year would be especially 
valuable and this was a matter of 
great national import, and vitally 
affected the whole country, since this 
loan provided the money for buying 
Canadian products, In accepting the 
chairmanehip, Mr. Mitchell said he 
fully realized the responsibility of 
what he-was undertaking. The cam- 
paign would take place the latter part 
of October, As had been announced 
before, part of the funds would take 
care of the patriotic fund which was 
being taken over by the Dominion 
government. 

Committee Appointed 

A committee of 28 men was appoint- 
ed to go ahead and organize the cam- 
paign for Northern Alberta. This 
committee will have power to add to 
its numbers as the necessity arises. 

Several men from out of town were 
present at the meeting and were called 
on for an expression of opinion as to 
the success of this year’s loan. From 
practically every man came the same 
ery of frozen crops but prospects good 
still for the loan. In many Cases the 
people understood the matter better 
now, and realized that it was a rev- 
enue bearing investment.

MINERS’ WAGES 
BEING CLOSED 


Has Been Inquiring Into Cost Of 
Living For Men Employed 
In Mines. 


The commission for the investiga- 
tion of the cost of living in connection 


with mine workers 1s holding its clos- 
ing sessions here this week. 

¥. BK. Harrison, of the department 
of labor, chairman of the commission; 
Mr. Wheatley, secretary of the mine 
workers’ asosciation; Mr. McNeill, sec- 
retary of the mine operaters’ associa- 
tion, members of the commission, ac- 
companied by Mr. Perry, ite secretary, 
began their investigation on Thursday 
last at Fernie. On Friday they visited 
Biairmore and Lethbridge on Saturday 
and Monday they were at Drumheller. 
From there they came on to Edmon- 
ton 

Under the terms upon which the 
commission operates provision was 
made that the miners’ wages should be 
increased or decreased every four 
months, according to increase or de- 
crease of the cost of living, the com- 
mission determining such increase or 
decrease and having power of fixing 
wages in proportion thereto, an ad- 
vance of 20 cents per day being allow- 
ed after the last inquiry.

The British-French Drive 


The rapid advance of the Brit- 
ish and French in the offensive 
launched today against the Ger- 

man salient towards Amiens fol- 
lows up the successes of the 
French and Americans 1n cutting 
out the salient towards Paris. A 
progress of six miles in one day at 
one point on a 25-mile front is do- 
ing well; and is an indication that | 
the lessons learned since July 18 | 
have not been lost. How far it 
will be possible to push this offen- 
sive will depend on the perfection 
of organization behind the army- 
The Franco-American advance 
is being pushed along the front 
between Soissons and Rheims, 
even though the stream and valley 
of the Vesle give the Germans a 
great advantage in their defence. 
With strong Allied pressure on 
two sides of the great German sal- 
ient unless the enemy can make a 

stronger stand than he did at the 
Marne or than he did yesterday 
on the Amiens salient, he will have 
to retire at least to the Hinden- 
burg line, where he made his stand 
after his retreat on the west front 
in 1917, and from which he drove 
forward in his five offensives of 
1918, It appears that having 
strained his resources of man pow- 
er to the utmost in order to force 
a decision this year, the arrival of 
the United States troops has turn- 
ed the scale definitely against him. 


Coal Famine in Sight 
Winter weather is less than 
three months away and the Ed- 
monton coal mines are practically 
idle. This is how we are prepar- 
ing to meet the coal famine which 
has been officially announced to 
occur during the coming winter. | 
We have government by autocra- | 
ey; we have fuel controllers with- 
out stint; and we are losing the | 
precious days of summer without | 
making due preparation for the | 
urgent needs of winter. Under 
conditions which prevail in some 
parts of the country conservation 
of coal is the best that can be 
done, but in Alberta and the whole 
West production, not conservation, 
is what is wanted to meet the sit- 
uation. Coal production is a ques- 
tion of finance. The producer 
inust sell as he produces or he can- 
not carry on, The dealer is in the 
same position, and the consumer in 
the majority of cases can only af- 
ford to buy as he uses. In order 
that there may be a winter surplus 
produced during the slack times 
of summer, somebody must find 
the money to carry the coal from 
the date of its being mined until it 
is consumed. Under ordinary con- 
ditions this would be no concern 
of the State, but the conditions are 
not ordinary. A national peril is 
acknowledged to exist with which 
no individual effort can possibly 
cope. National peril must be met 
by national effort if it is to be ade- 
quately met. The production of 
coal in advance of requirements 
must be financed by the state or it 
cannot be financed at all, and if it 
is not financed the coal cannot be 
produced. The appointment of 
fuel controllers and the establish- 
ment of fuel regulations under 
such circumstances is pure inan- | 
ity, if there is any intention of 
doing more than keeping up an 
appearance of action without any- 
thing being done’ The demand 
for coal will be light during the 
} next three months. The  short- 
age of labor has been re- 
lieved by the crop conditions. 
It would be possible during 
these three months to produce 
a reserve supply that would cer- 
tainly carry the country through 
the winter successfully. But there 
is only one condition under which 
that end can be achieved, and that 
is by the State-—either the Prov- 
ince or the Dominion—financing 
the surplus output.

Food Conservation (7) 


At such a time of wheat short- 
age throughout a great part of the 
west, the question of food conser- 
vation, even in this country, be- 


comes acute, Amongst the impor- 
tant food resources of the west is 
the whitefish of our northern 
lakes. Lesser Slave Lake is the 
largest of these lakes producing 
whitefish, and as it is reached by 
rail all along its south shore its 
ilable for ship- 
ment under most favorable condi- 
tions. The lake is between sixty 
and seventy miles in length, and 
may fairly be considered as a vast 
food reservoir to be drawn upon as 
occasion requires. The quality of 
the fish of Lesser Slave Lake is ex- 
ceptionally good. 

As everyone knows, the cooler 
the water the better the fish; and 
as fish spoil very easily, the 
cooler the weather in which fish 
are being 
there will be, and the better the 
condition in which they will arrive 
at the consumer’s table. Whitefish 
are the highest quality of fresh- 
water fish procurable in commer- 
cial quantities for table use, and 
Slave Lake whitefish when caught 
at the proper season are of the best 
quality known. Formerly there 
were two fishing seasons allowed 
on Lesser Slave Lake: spring and 
winter; but this year spring and 
winter fishing are cut out, and the 
fishermen are restricted to mid- 
summer for their catch. A limit of 
a million and a half pounds is put 
upon the lake, and certain fish 
companies are allowed to purchase 
a proportiqn of this amount from 
fishermen. The result of estab- 
lishing a fishing season covering 
the period when the water of the 
lake is warmest and the fish 
therefore at their worst as to qaul- 
ity, and when the weather for long 
distance shipment is 


of valuable food. 

W. F. Langford, who was fish- 
ing until recently on the north 
shore of the lake, under arrange- 
ment with the Independent Fish 
Co, informs The Bulletin that he 
and his two partners, Messrs. Gor- 
don and Jenkins, caught and sold 
to the Independent Fish Co. in one 
week 2,500 pounds of fish.

Fish in 
the lake are in a different position 
altogether from stock on the farm, 
After the stock matures there is & 
loss involved in keeping it, and if 
stock feed reaches too high a price 
it ceases to be profitable to keep 
it. But in the case of fish in the 
lake, if they are not taken from 
the lake there is no loss; they are 
there to be taken whenever they 
are wanted. On the other hand, if 
they are taken from the lake and 
wasted, there is mo profit to any- 
one, and there is absolute destruc- 
tion of that much necessary food. 
Three hundred licenses were is- 
sued to fishermen to work on 
Lesser Slave Lake, These men have 
put up their capital and their time, 
and of course are suffering loss in 
proportion to the number of fish 
destroyed: But their loss, serious 
as it is to them, is not as important 
asthe actual destruction of such a 
large amount of good food in this 
time of world scarcity.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8-—In 


June 


was forecast, but in July it was esti- 
mated to have lost 40,000,000 bushels 
and the prospective yield was placed 
at 891,000,000 bushels. That is 241,- 
000,000 bushels more than produced 
last year, and is 82,000,000 bushels 
more than the average wheat crop for 
the five years 1912-1916. The 
estimate of the great corn crop, is 
sued last month, was 8,159,00,000 
bushels, and it was feared the 
weather conditions were such as 
have caused damage to the crop. A 
crop of that size would be a record 
but only about 600,000 bushels 
than last year’s record-break- 
ing crop.
